For it will be rather dif- 
ficult to close this abscess now that it has been opened. 

The proofs, the truths, are coming to light. The tragic files 
on the Rue de la Pompe are beginning to yield some of their secrets. 
Saturday, at the hearing, Martin-Sanne, pleading for Wentz el, re- 
called the revelations of "1* Human! te".
